“ The Adams County Commis­ 
sioners have asked me tc acknowl­ 
edge receipt of your letter re­ 
garding the land of the Adams 
County 
farm . 
They 
have 
also 
asked m e to give you briefly the 
others side of the picture that they 
feel was inadequately set forth in 
the misleading article published 
in P arade Magazine some months 
ago and which was apparently the 
motivation for your recent com­ 
munication. 
“ The Adams County Commis­ 
sioners are in sym pathy with your 
wish to preserve the G ettysburg 
Battlefield. They however wish to 
point out the 80 acres of the 
county farm in question consti­ 
tutes only 
a very sm all area 
com pared with the 2,778 acres 
already 
held 
by 
the 
Federal 
Government 
in 
the 
Gettysburg 
.National M ilitary Park. 


Can't Give Land Away 
“ The Adams County farm is 
owned by the County Institution 
District w'hich is charged with the 
duty of caring for residents of the 
county who are unable tc care for 
them selves, these being mostly 
aged persons and those mentally 
defective. The County Institution 
District has no right under the 
law to hold land for the purpose 
of preserving the Gettysburg Bat­ 
tlefield. Changing economic con­ 
ditions have m ade it necessary to 
end 
farm ing operations at the 
county farm . This land, there­ 
fore. is no longer needed for the 
care of persons dependent upon 
the county. For that reason, the 
county com missioners have been 
advised that they ought to dis­ 
pose of the land. Furtherm ore, the 
Institution D istrict needs money to 
improve 
the 
faacilities 
at 
the 
county home. 
“ The 
county 
com missioners 
have endeavored to cooperate with 
the National Park Service in ev­ 
ery way to make this land avail­ 
able to the National Park Serv­ 
ice However, the Congress of the 
United States has not seen fit to 
appropriate money with which the 
P ark Service can purchase this 
land. The Institution District can­ 
not legally giv# this land away 
and can legally only sell it tor 
the highest price obtainable. The 
state laws governing the operation 
of the Institution District there­ 
fore help create the difficulties 
calling forth your recent letter. 
Must Dispose Of Land 
“ In short, the com missioners 
n m ! to dispose of the land of the 
county farm , both for legal rea­ 
sons and also to enable to improve 
the facilities provided for the care 
of the persons dependent upon the 
county. 
However, 
the 
National 
Park Service does not have the 
money to purchase this very val­ 
uable land which the commission­ 
ers can only sell to the highest 
bidder. The problem is therefore 
essentially one of finding money 
with which the P ark Service can 
purchase this land. 
“ Many letter w riters have ex- 
, pressed the opinion that the Get­ 
tysburg Battlefield belongs to all 
citizens 
of this country 
rather 
than just the residents of Adams 
! County. The truth is that only 
(that portion of the battlefield area 
j which is owned by the United 
State Government belongs, in a 
'broad sense, to all of the citizens 
of this 
country. The 80 acres 
in question are owned by the In­ 
stitution D istrict of the County of 
Adams, and in no legal sense does 
that belong to all of the American 
people. The G ettysburg Military 
P ark consists only of that land 
owned by the United States, and 
to that extent is a national park. 
There is no county park of any 
area of the so-called battlefield 
land. 
"You M ay Wish To Help” 
“ Most w riters do not realize that 
G ettysburg is only a sm all part 
of Adams County and that toe 
G ettysburg 
area 
contains 
only 
about one-fifth of the county resi­ 
dents. The great m ajority of the 
residents do not receive any eco­ 


nomic benefit at all from the bat­ 
tlefield. Yet all the taxpayers of 
the county indirectly subsidize the 
National Park since all the land 
in the park is exem pt from local 
taxation. 
If 
the 
80 
acres 
of 
the county farm in question be­ 
com e, part of the National Park, 
they will be forever free of real 
estate taxes, but the county com ­ 
m issioners are willing to sell this 
land to the park if only the park 
would or could pay the fair pur­ 
chase price. 
“ I hope that the above helps to 
clarify this very difficult and com­ 
plex problem and will enable you 
to understand better the position 
in which the Adams County Com­ 
missioners now find themselves. 
You might be interested to know 
that a number of citizens have re­ 
cently formed a non-profit corpora­ 
tion with object of raising money 
to purchase battlefield land not 
now belonging to the National 
P ark Service and to preserve such 
land as part of the national park. 
The nam e of this organization is 
the Gettysburg Battlefield P res­ 
ervation Association and the sec- 
retary-treasurer of this organiza­ 
tion is Dr. Robert L. Bloom, R. 5, 
Gettysburg, Pa. Perhaps you m ay 
wish to com m unicate with this 
group.

Clinton A. Clausen. 64. died in his 
sleep at the executive mansion 
early Wednesday. 
The governor, a Democrat was 
in his first year of a four-year 
term. 
Under Maine's constitution he Is 
succeeded by the president of the 
st.'i'e Senate—Republican John ll [0f 
and ^ rs charles B. Shorb, 
Reed. 38, a well-to-do potato grow­ 
er from Fort Fairfield. 
Reed said Clauson’s death “is 
terrible news for the whole state 
of Maine. He was a much beloved 
man and this is a great loss to 
the entire state.” 
Native Iowan 
Causon, a onetime chiroprac­ 
tor and native of Mitchell, Iowa. 
was the first Maine governor to 
die in office for almost 40 years. 
Dr. Joseph R. Crawford said the 
cause of death was undetermined 
but “in all likelihood it was heart 
or a cerebral hemorrhage.”

It will emphasize spiritual com­ 
mitment of the denomination’s 
765.000 members as well as the 
financial objective. 
Follows College Crusade 
The Mission Advance Program 
follows a four-year United Crusade 
for 
Colleges, 
Seminaries, 
and 
Church Extension. Dr. Cawley H. 
Stine, general church treasurer, 
reported the crusade had achieved 
93 per cent of its $5,150,000 goal. 
or $4,795,137 up to November 30. 
1959. 
Funds for the mission program 
will be distributed as follows: 
To the denomination’s annual 
(regional' conferences, $2,000,000 
for buying sites for new missions, 
erecting new church buildings and 
parsonages, and aiding established 
churches in critical area that need 
| capital funds in order tc survive: 
To the Division of World Mission. 
$1,750,000 for building or improv­ 
ing overseas churches, literature 
centers, hospitals, mission resi­ 
dences, orphanages, schools, col­ 
leges and seminaries, and for 
strengthening 
overseas 
scholar­ 
ship funds, school libraries, ecu­ 
menical programs, and other over­ 
seas projects; 
To the Division of Home Mis­ 
sions and Church Extension, $1,- 
150.000 for loans and grants for the 
new mission churches in North 
America and $250,000 for invest­ 
ment in the mission fields of New 
Mexico, Kentucky, and Florida 
and in other home mission proj­ 
ects. 
"M ort Than Monty" 
Bishop Harold R. Heininger of 
Minneapolis, leader of the de­ 
nomination’s northwestern area. 
is executive director of the Mis­ 
sion Advance Program.
